15e it ordaiDed by the City
Council of the city of Canyon
City, Texas:

That all owners of property in
the fol lowing blocks be required
to connect with the city sewer
within thirty days from and after
the passage of this ordinance:

Blocks No. 50

and 51. in the City of Canyon
City, Texas.

That any property on which

there is a closet, sink, or other
contrivance through which waste
water is run not connected with
the city sower from and after
this ordinance takes effect is
hereby declared a "Public Nuis
ance," and the owner of same
shall U- - guilty of a misdemeanor

shall beconvictionan J upon
lined in any sum not lrss than
Ten Dollars and not more than
Fifty Dollars.

And be it further ordained:

That each day from and after
this ordinance shall take effect

where the owner of any property
in the above named blocks fails

to connect his c loset.- - sink, or
other contrivance through which

water waste, is run, with the city
sewer shall be deemed a distinct
and separate offense.
